SUBJECT: SIGNIFICANCE OF THAI CABINET RESHUPPLE 

REF: BANGKOK 0487 

SUMMARY: THAI CABINET RESHUPFLE OP JAN 8 (REFTEL) HAS 
PROBABLY PROVIDED SOME PURTHER 
POLITICAL STRENGTH TO KHUKRIT 

GOVERNMENT, BUT IT HAS FAIT, ED TO BRING ANY OUTSTANDI G 
PERSONALITIES INTO CABI ET. KHUKRIT IS BETTER ABLETO 
WITHSTAND VOTE OF CONFIDENCE EXPECTED TO BE RAISED BY 
OPPOSITION NEXT WEEK. PRIME MINISTER'S SOCIAL ACTION PARTY 
RETAINS CONTROL OP MINISTRY OP I TERIOR (AND THUS CONTROL 
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OP ELECTIONS MACHINERY) AND POWERPUL MINISTRY OP PINANCE. 
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RESHUFFLE APPEARS TO SIGNIFY NO RPT NO SIGNIFICANT CHANGES 
OF RTG POLICY. END SUMMARY. 

1. THAI CABINET RESHUFFLE OF JAN 8 (REFTEL) HAS PROBABLY 
PROVIDED SOME FURTHER POLITICAL STRENGTH TO KHUKRIT 
GOVERNMENT, ALTHOUGH IT HAS FAILED TO BRING ANY OUTSTANDING 
PERSONALITIES INTO CABINET. EVENTS OF NEXT WEEK, 

WHICH WILL PROBABLY INVOLVE EXTRAORDINARY SESSIONS OF 
PARLIAMENT WILL MOST LIKELY RESULT IN GOVERNMENT VICTORY ON 
MOTION OF CONFIDENCE, THOUGH MARGIN OF VICTORY 
STILL NOT RPT NOT CLEAR. 

2. VOTING STRENGTH OF KHUKRIT CABINET IN PARLIAMENT HAS 
ALWAYS BEEN UNCERTAIN, GIVEN LAX THAI VOTI G DISCIPLINE. 

WHEN IT WAS CONFIRMED IN OFFICE BY HOUSE OF REPRESEN- 
TATIVES ON MARCH 20, 1975, KHUKRIT GOVERNMENT RECEIVED 
140 VOTES, WHILE OPPOSITION RECEIVED 124 VOTES. THERE WERE 
FIVE ABSTENTIONS, EVIDENTLY DELIBERATE. WHEN BUDGET 
PASSED ON OCT. 10, 1975, GOVERNMENT HAS 139 VOTES, 

COMPARED TO 100 VOTES FOR OPPOSITION. SOCIAL AGRARIAN 
PARTY (18 VOTES) ABSTAINED, EVIDENTLY FOLLOWING ARRANGEMENT 
WITH KHUKRIT, REMAINING 12 VOTES WERE COMBINATIION OF 
ABSTENTIONS BY MINOR PARTIES AND ABSENCES. CABINET 
RESHUFFLE ANNOUNCED JAN. 8 HAS APPARENTLY ADDED 10 

SOCIAL AGRARIA VOTES TO KHUKRIT GOVERNMENT TOTAL, BUT 
ABOUT SIX SOCIAL JUSTICE MP'S , DISSATISFIED WITH 
DISTRIBUTION OF SEATS, MAY VOTE WITH OPPOSITION IN VOTE 
OF CONFIDENCE NEXT WEEK. KHUKRIT GOVERNMENT MAY PICK 
UP ONE OR TWO VOTES IN ADDITION TO ABOVE CALCULATION, 

AND EMBASSY BELIEVES HE FIGURES TO HAVE SUPPORT OF ABOUT 
145 MP'S. IN THIS LIMITED SENSE KHUKRIT HAS IMPROVED 
HIS POSITION AS RESULT OF CABINET RESHUFFLE. 

3. YAI SAWITCHAT, MINISTER OF JUSTICE AND CO-FOUNDER OF 
KHUKRIT'S OWN PARRTY, HAD TO BE DROPPED BECAUSE OF HIS 
FINANCIAL PROBLEMS. HE WAS RECENTLY DECLARED BANKRUPT BY 
A COURT BUT IS APPEALING THE VERDICT. THAWIT KLINPRATHUM, 
MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE AND COOPERATIVES AND LEADER 

OF OF THE SOCIAL JUSTICE PARTY (SJP) WAS GIVEN THE PSOT 
OF DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER, PARTLY TO ACKNOWLEDGE HIS 
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POSITION AS LEADER OF THE LARGEST PARTNER IN THE 
COALITION AND PARTLY TO COMPENSATE FOR THE FACT THAT 
THE SJP DID NOT PICK UP ANY ADDITIONAL POSTS AS IT HAS 
LONG DEMANDED. ANOTHER SOP TO THAWIT WAS THE OUSTER 
OF ANAN PHAKPRAPHAI, THAI PARTY MJP AND DEPUTY MINISTER 
OF AGRICULTURE AND COOPERATIVES, WHO HAD BITTERLY 
CRITICIZED TAWIT PUBLICLY. BUNTHENG THONGSAWAT WAS 
NAMED MINISTER OF JUSTICE AND ALSO MADE A DEPUTY PRIME 
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MINISTER, PROBABLY TO SAVE HIS EACE EOR HAVING LOST THE 
POWERFUL INTERIOR PORTEOLIO. 

4. HOWEVER, CHANGE IS EAR FROM MAJOR REARRANGEMENT 
OE PARTIES WHICH KHUKRIT HAS LONG ADVOCATED. AS BIOS 
OE NEW MEMBERS OF CABINET (SUBMITTED IN SEPTEL) MAKE 
CLEAR, NONE OE THEM APPEARS TO ADD MUCH TO QUALITY OE 
NEW CABINET. IN CASE OE PRATHUANG KHAMPRAKOP ( SOCIAL 
AGRARIAN PARTY, NEW DEPUTY MINISTER OE EOREIGN AFEAIRS), 

EW INCUMBENT SEEMS RELATIVELY UNQUALIEIED FOR JOB. 

TRAINED AS ENGINEER, HE HAS HAD NO EXPERIENCE IN EOREIGN 
AEFAIRS AND REPORTEDLY SPEAKS ONLY A LITTLE ENGLISH. 

NOT CLEAR HOW HE CAN PEREORM IN NEW POSITION. NEWLY- 
APPOINTED DEPUTY MINISTER OE PUBLIC HEALTH, ANAN 
CHAISENG ( PEACEEUL PEOPLE'S PARTY), SUBMITTED HIS 
RESIGNATION TO PRIME MINISTER KHUKRIT JAN. 9, STATING 
THAT HE HAD INSUEEICIENT TRAI ING AND WOULD NOT BE 
ABLE TO PERFORM HIS DUTIES. 

5. INITIAL PRESS REACTION TO CABINET RESHUEELE HAS SHOWN 
AWARENESS OE KHUKRIT'S NEED TO REARRANGE MINISTERIAL 
TEAM. HOWEVER, BANGKOK POST NOTED EDITORIALLY JAN. 9 
THAT "....IT IS NOT AN IDEAL CABINET AND NOT EVEN A 
WIDELY ACCEPTABLE ONE. IT APPEARS TO BE THE RESULT OE 
POLITICAL DEALS TAKING INTO CONSIDERATION THE WEAKNESSES 

ATHER THAN HE STRENGTHS OE THE RELATIVE POSITIONS 
OP THE PRIME MINISTER AND THE PARTIES PORMING THE 
COALITION ... THE PRIME MINISTER WAS NOT ACTUALLY A 
PREE AGENT IN THE MATTER...." USIS WILL PREPARE MORE 
DETAILED ROUNDUP OF PRESS REACTION TO CABINET RESHUFPLE 
WHEN IT IS AVAILABLE. 
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6. COMMENT: KHUKRIT THUS HAS SLIGHTLY IMPRIVED HIS 
POSITION BUT STILL HEADS AN UNWIELDY AND INHERENTLY 
UNSTABLE CABINET OP MIXED QUALITY. THE NEW LINEUP 
PROBABLY HELPS HIM TO DEAL WITH THE OPPOSITION IN 
PARLIAMENT, BUT WILL PROBABLY ROT RPT NOT STRE GTHEN 
THE PRIME MI ISTER'S HAND IN PACING UP TO THE BROAD 
RANGE OP POLITICAL, ECONOMIC, UND SOCIAL PROBLEMS 
CONPRONTING THAILAND AT PRESENT. IT IS IMPORTANT TO 
EMPHASIZE, HOWEVER, THAT, ALTHOUGH THE SOCIAL ACTION 
PARTY HAS TWO PEWER MEMBERS IN THE NEW CABINET, IT STILL 
CONTROLS THE POWERPUL AND IMPORTANT INTERIOR PORTFOLIO 
(AND THUS CONTROL OF THE ELECTION MACHINERY) AND THE 
EQUALLY IMPORTA T FINANCE MINISTRY, IN ADDITION TO THE 
POST OP PRIME MINISTER. AS A WHOLE THE RESHUEELE APPEARS 

TO PORTEND NO RPT NO SIGNIPICANT CHANGES OF RTG POLICY. WHIEHOUSE 
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
